Tho ordinance, -appoints .six 
commissioners to issue tho Certificates to an- 
amount noj- exceeding $100,000 in the whoto; in 
stirns'of 5 cent!?, 10 cents; 2.5 cents, 50 cents, $1- 
and '$2. It is supposed that the issue will lie made 
as soon as practicable, and- the community br 
tints relieved of the inconvenience which at pre- 
sent, attends the Want of small' change. 

The Mayor in his message' to the two'braiichcs 
of the city government, whilst discoursing'' on 
the subject of tho banks, noldsi the following lan- 
guage, which' it is deemed proper to copy and 
preserve as a maitcr of future reference. We 
have italicised, several expressions in tin; quota- 
tion we have made, in consequence of their im- 
portance.
